DISOBEYING THE LAWS. 


The San Francisco Chronicle diseusses the admitted fact that 
there are many laws upon our statute books which are never enforced 
and it says with truth that when a community does not like a law, it 
is never enforced, and that many laws are never enforced by the au- 
thorities even when the laws are not unpopular. 

The Chronicle gives up the problem of solving the conundrum of 
how to overcome that condition of affairs, and points out that in 
Europe the condition is just the opposite. People there observe the

the knowledge that such a penalty as damages has been incurred and 
may be enforced will undoubtedly restrain some troublesome gossips 
and close their babbling mouths. 

It is to be regretted that the old system of ducking has gone out 
of vogue, because it would be even more effective than the money 
damages, but as in that matter we have retrograded the only salvation 
is through a damage suit. If people only had the sense to shut their 
ears to the insinuations of the self-evident gossip, if they only had the 
good sense to send meddlesome busybodies about their business much 
trouble would be saved. But unfortunately the most loving wife 
often allows herself to be made miserable by a gossiping neighbor, and 
Tago was not the only busybody and foul insuator of his sex who 
found a willing list@mer in some foolish Othello. 

Human nature then being what it is, the State should so far as 
possible discourage the work of the gossip as it endeavors to eradi- 
cate other nuisances and pests, and a good heavy damage suit would 
appear to be one very effective method of curing, or at least controll- 
ing and limiting the evil. If the case in Oakland is as the plaintiff 
alleges we trust that he will get damages that will eome very nearly 
‘spelling ruin for his traducer.

The trouble with us is not that the people violate the laws as a 
rule but that some of them do, and that those who do, are usually those 
with a ‘‘pull,’’ and who with more or less confidence feel certain they 
will not be prosecuted. One way to get a great many laws enforced is 
to get rid of the pull. That problem at first blush might seem to be 
impossible, and a few years ago it certainly seemed to be, but after the 
way that the people have been able to bring the great corporations 
under control, there is no longer any doubt about their ability to make 
any lesser lights in the political world equally submissive. 

A pull is the result of the ability of the ‘‘Puller’’ to hang a polit- 
ical sword of Damocles over the head of the officer or official whose 
duty it is to enforce the law. If that sword is removed and power is 
given to the people to promptly rid themselves of objectionable and 
nnworthy, and neglectful officials, there will be no more pull, and 
there will be far fewer laws allowtd to lapse into innocuous dessetude. 

This subject is one very pertinent in Richmond now, because we 
are about to frame a new charter, and it is important that it should be 
so framed that there will be the least number of pulls possible to be 
exerted upon anyone who is placed in a position where pulls may be of 
advantage to somebody. Take, for instance, the office of policeman 
and especially of the Clicf of Police—and here let us say that we are 
not discussing any inu'sidual—it is the position and not the man 
who occupies any iver position today that 1s under consideration 
The personal equation is entirely eliminated—if the police or the Chief 
are appointed by any one, and if their positions depend upon such 
appointment of course the appointer has a pull, and the Chief or his 
subordinates will not touch such a man, even though he commit mur- 
der, unless driven to it by popular demand. Everybody knows that 
and the situation in Richmond, or San Francisco, or New York is just 
the same. 

If the officer depends upon a public election so that the whole 
community are his bosses, he will be at beck and call of those who 
control the most votes because unfortunately the vast majority of the 
people will not bother to ascertain what he is doing unless something 
occurs to call their attention to him, and then while they will abuse 
and severely criticise him, the chance that ‘he will be taken to task 
is small because the critics will not want either-the notoriety or the 
trouble of pushing the matter. 

The on'y way to secure a competent chief is to let him be appoint- 
ed by one man, under certain conditions, making for efficiency and 
then make his position contingent upon good behavior, and his re- 
moval subject to trial of any charges:made against -him. Let the 
Chief appoint the subordinates of the force, and hold him personally 
responsible for any break they make. You then have some one di- 
reetly responsible for any break they make. You then have some 
one directly responsible for the enforcement of the laws, and the pull 
amounts to nothing because it can not be exercised, since the Chief 
ean defy the man who would coerce him, and the policemen would be 
safe so long as they did their duty. There is no department which 
should be a man of experience, and knowledge in his profession, and 
there shauld be no power of removal except for cause. . The Chief 
should be aman of experience, and knowledge in his profession, and 
the officers under him should be trained men, knowing no matter but 
the peopke, and obeying no orders but those that require them to do 
their du 

If sich a system were adopted, we should not have polieemen 
‘hauled before commissions, or councilmen because they did their 
‘duties. {We should have an end of this ‘‘T-will-get-youn’’ idea and 
threats. jIf there is to be a paid fire department it should be organized 


-along the same lines, and no man should owe his appointment, or 
the continuation of his job to his political ability. 


SUING A BUSYBODY.

the initiative and referendum will have the same objection against it 
as it exempts a number of occupations from its provisions. 

On the other hand it would be impossible ‘not to make some 
exceptions. For instance, we can not shut down the railroads, or 
the other means of communcation; we can not close the telegraph or 
telephone offices, we cannot shut up drug stores, ete. The only way 
tnerefore to reach the Sunday closing proposition would appear to 
be to enact a constitutional amendment allowing the legislature to 
pass Sunday closing laws that would make such exemptions as it 
sees fit, in other words suspend the other provisions of the constitu- 
tion in the matter of Sunday closing. It is to be doubted if any other 
plan will be found to be practicable. It is to be hoped that the 
Sacramento case will be appealed to the Supreme Court, so that we 
shall have an authoritive statement on the subject before the pending 
Sunday closing law goes before the people for their endorsement. 
If it is unconstitutional it can be dropped and the issue fought out 
later under a constitutional amendment submitted to the people by 


the legislature. Really that would be the wiser plan for many ob- 
vious reasons in any case.

building where 
will be held. 

It is probable that a trial run will 
be made this afternoon in order to 
determine whether or not the plant is 
in good condition. 

It Will be a campaign of education 
which the Water Commission will be- 
gin. The election date has not yet 
been set, but the commission expects 
to name the particular time when the 
voters can express their approval or 
disapproval of the big scheme, at a 
meeting to be held on Thursday even- 
ing. 

The remainder of the money which 
the committee has will be used in 
getting out literature and also to 
keep the filtration plant in operation. 
It is expected that by Wednesday the 
plant will be ready.
